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REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-9, 11-12, and 14-18 are pending in this application. The Applicant 
appreciates the Examiner's indication of allowance of all pending claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-9, 1 1-12, and 
14-18. 

Interview Summary 

On August 31, 2006, September 1, 6 and 7 of 2006, telephone interviews were conducted 
with the Examiner T. Tran and S. Sahota (Reg. No. 47,051). Claims 1, 3, 8 and 10 were discussed. 

The Examiner was reminded that an agreement was reached on 25 July 2006 and a 
supplemental amendment was filed according to the agreement on 3 1 July 2006. However, nothing 
further was received and the due date was coming up on 1 September 2006. 

As mentioned in the Examiner's interview summary of 3 1 August 2006, an agreement was 
reached where Applicant agreed to the amendment of claims 1 and 8. 

On 1 September 2006, the Examiner agreed to enter the changes as agreed upon in an 
Examiner's Amendment with the claims amended and recommend passing all claims to issue. 
According to the Examiner, another Supervisor was consulted, as the direct Supervisor was not 
present, with regard to the Examiner's Amendment on 31 August 2006 and 1 September 2006. 

A fee of $570.00 is incurred by the Examiner's amendment because of a three month 
extension of time fee minus the two month extension of time fee already paid ($1020-$450). The 
Commissioner is authorized to charge Deposit Account No. 02-4943 of Applicant's undersigned 
attorney in the amount of such fees or should other fees be incurred.
